The State Far opens with much promise. 
The grounds ¢entain 45 acres, and the fixtures 
are of the best character, The first day, Mon- 
day, compares favorably with the opening day 
of any preceding fair, and starts off well for 6 
large and attractive exhibition, Some very 
choice stock are already on the ground, repre- 
seuting some of the best breeds in this and 
States adjoining. 

Numbers of stock growers in Southern Eli. 
nois are how for the first time exhibitors in the 
State Fair. Some superb stock from Iowa, 
Wisconsin end Ohio. The show in horses prom- 
ises well, and will give a large list. 

The arrangement of the Exhibition gives the 
morning to display in the ring of cattle and 
stock and each afternoon to horses during the 
five days of the Fuir,-ending Friday. 

Farm products and the machine and mechani- 
cal departments are coming in well. Fawke's 
steam plow will be on exhibition daily. There 
ure several other steam plows yet to arrive 
for a grand trial on Thursday. 

Several horse teams are here and the city | is 
full of side shows, etc. The receipts of the first 
day are in excess of what they have been upto 
a corresponding period in previous State Fairs 
for two or three years back.

Extensive Fire.—About four o’clock yester- 
day morning, one of the most extensive fires, as 
far as number of buildings consumed, that has 
occurred in our city for some time, broke out 
in a row of wooden one and two-story buildings 
on the corner of Franklin and Michigan streets.

The 
list of buildings burnt are as follows: 

No. 38 Franklin street, an empty two-story 
house, owned by Mrs. Burton. This building 
was burnt some few weeks ago, and the owner 
was arrested for setting fire to it, but dismissed. 
It has never been repaired. This time the rear 
end was entirely destroyed. 

No. 40 Franklin street, a two-story frame 
house. owned and occupied by Daniel Kelly, and 
kvown as the Franklin House. lu the rear was 
a small house, owned by same party, and occu- 
pied by Wm. O'Hanlon and Mrs. Harney, both 
of whom lost a small amount of furniture. The 
two houses, together with Kelly's farniture, was 
jmsurcd for $1700 in the Springfield Fire and 
Marine Insurance Co,, which will fally cover the 
loss. Both bouses entirely consumed. 

No. 4 Franklin street, a two-story house: 
owned and occupied by Patrick Hanahon. Two 
one-story houses and a barn, in the rear, owned 
by same party, all entirely consumed. Loss 
about 81500. Uninsured. 

No. 44, corner of Michigan street, was a large 
two-story Louse, owned and occupied by Patrick 
Kenelly as a boarding house, completely cleaned 
out. Loss 100. Uninsured. 

No, 58 Michigan street, adjoining, was a small 
dwelling house, owned and occupied by Patrick 
Kehall, who saved most of his furniture. Loss 
S, No insurance, 

James Downing lived up stairs, and lost every 
thing. No insurance. 

No. 56 Michigan street, was a small two-story 
house, partly consumed, owned and occupied 
by Michac! O'Donnel. His loss is about $250- 
No insuranee. 

Jon Shea lived up stairs, and saved part of 
his furniture. 

The fire broke out between the stable and the 
small house in the rear of No. 40 Franklin 
street, and was undoubtedly the work of an in- 
cendiary.
